Tho 
base of the centerpiece is beautifully 
decorated with chased and embossed 
work, representing acanthus and lau- 
rel leaves and festoons, as Is also the 
stopper of the decanter, which repre- 
sents the 
king's crown. The center^ 


piece stands upon a wooden

Dur- 
ing the winter months these shadows 
are more distinct than In other months 
and

columns around 
the miuday hours. 


It, is recalled 
now that last 
fail 


a shadow 
appeared that had never 


been .seen on the column before. 
It 


required no effort of the imagination 
to recognize it as a human forearm 
and hand, with bent linger upheld in 
the attitude of warning. It appeared 
and disappeared each day for a fort- 
night or more. 
Some time after this, 


when the sun's position had changed, 
a shadow of nondescript form appeared 
on the great pillar at the extreme 
northwest corner of the portico.

soon took on definite shape and at 1 
o'clock in the afternoon 
represented 


the face and shoulders of President 
McKinley In profile. 
The sllhoutte 


was so striking as to attract the at- 
tention of many people, who remarked 
that a more correct prollle drawing 
could hardly be made by an artist.

Samxner Soil Cultivation. 


-The method of summer soil cultiva- 


tion for conserving the moisture ia the 
soU brings results jhat are profitable. 
As a rule, such cultivation should be 
of the surface soil only, rarely more 
than two inches deep; but it should be 
remembered that this applies oalr to 
soils that have beea well worked and 
plowed to a good depth before the seed 
was sown. A shallow plowed soil, or a 
field that is inclined to bake after 
heavy rains, needs more than the shal- 
low soH cultivation, at least for a num- 
ber of times after each rain.

rarely hunts work for the public, and his 
neighbor, the supervisor in the circum- 
scribed road district, often disregarding 
ais official duty, fails to call out his me:: 
at ;he proper time, aad when called our 
fails to work them in the proper manner. 
and we call this a road system and how! 
because we have poor roads. 


This cowmry is much too enlightened 


and wealthy forever to be subject to a 
halt of its traffic during prolonged humid 
conditions, and we must soon make a 
start for permanent roads. 
How? 
By 


the inauguration of a road system by the 
government of the United Stales and jhe 
yearly appropriation of not less than $50.- 
000.000. this money to xo to localities 
which would supplement it with an e«j«a!

Westminster Abbey, the national 


church of England, -wherein Edward 
VII. would have been crowned King or" 
England had not his untimely illness 
made necessary the postponement of 
that event, is perhaps the most inter- 
esting sacred edifice of the world. The 
architecture, the historical associations 
acd the monuments of this remarkable 
structure have formed themes for dis- 
cussions and -writings through a suc- 
cession of 'ages.

FAMOUS WESTMINSTER ABBEY. 


Istence, tbe site was occupied by

small Saxon church, built by a moaasnc 
body of the Benedictine order, who 
named the place Western Monastery, or 
Westminster, probably to distinguish It 
from St. Paul's in Ix>ndon, •which was 
called East Minster.

for military service at Fort Stanwix. re- 
named Fort Schuyler, cow Rome.

On August 2 of that year ^ne 
fort was besieged by the English and 
Indians; the brave garrison were with- 
out s. flag; but one was made in the 
fort. The red stripes were of a petti- 
coat furnished by a woman, the white 
stripes and stars were supplied by an 
officer, who gave h:s shin for that pur- 
pose, and the blue was a piece of Colo- 
nel Peter Gansevoort's military cloak.

TVUhelm to King: Edward.

a magnificent centerpiece epergne at 
the express desire and after the design 
of the emperor, -wfax) intends it as a gift 
to King Edward. In the center is an 
enormous silver gilt bottle-shaped top- 
piece, one meter in 
height, with a 


diameter of seventy centimeters. ma*-j 
after the model of the famous epergne 
of King Frederick the First in the 
royal palace. Round the centerpiece 
between chased laurel wreaths, runs a 
circlet with the inscription in Eng- 
lish: 
"Emperor William II. to King 


Edward VII." 
On both sides of the 


circlet are heads of lions, -with rings 
in their jaws to serve as handles. The 
base of the centerpiece is beautifully 
decorated -with chased and embossed 
work, representing acanthus and lau- 
rel leaves and festoons, as is also the 
stopper of the decanter, -which repre- 
sents the king's crown. The center^ 
piece stands' upon a -wooden 
socle 


adorned -with silver gilt rosettes. The 
entire pieces lies berween a curious ar- 
rangement 
of 
corbels shaped gro- 


tesquely -with embossed floral orna- 
mentation. Each corbel is of gilded 
bronze differently cut and ornamented. 
In the center of each corbel is a car- 
touch, upon -which are alternately en- 
graved the monogram and arms of 
King Edward, over -which is the royal 
crown.
